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MINISTRY OF COMMERCE 

RESOLUTIONS 

New Delhi, the 1 9th June 1975 

No. 1/14/74-Ad.C.—Under the Resolution No. 1/19/71-Ad.C, dated 2dth January, 
1973, the Government in the late Ministry of Foreign Trade reconstituted -tbe> Advisory 
Council on Trade for a tenure of two years with effect from 1st January, 1973. 
The tenure of the members of the Advisory Council having expired, Government, in the 
Ministry of Commerce, have now decided to reconstitute the Council for a further period 
of two years with effect from 1st January, 1975. 

2. The functions of the Council shall be ;— 

(i) To review the performance of the country’s economy in .its conweroial aspects. 

(ii) To consider 

(a) the problems relating to the expansion of exports; 

(b) the problems relating to the regulation of imports; 

(c) the operation of Import and Export Trade Controls; 

(d) the working of commercial services with particular reference to export 

marketing and export assistance; 

(e) the organisation and expansion of the export sector of the economy. 

3, The Council will include the representatives of some of the principal commercial 
orcanisations in the country and its composition will be as indicated in the Schedule to 
this Resolution. The meetings of the Council will be presided over bv the Minister of 
Commerce and in his absence by the Deputy Minister of Commerce. The members will 
hold office for a period of two years (i.e. with effect from Isr January, 1975 to 3lit 
December, 1976) at the end of which the Council will be reconstituted 
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4. The Council shall have powers to co-opt members not exceeding five. 

5. The Chairman may also invite (specially) to the meetings such other persons as 
may be considered necessary from time to time. 

6. The .CjjQncll will ordinarily meet twice a year. 

7. The-'HSSdiqjuartefs of the Council will be in New Delhi, but it may meet at any 
place In India. 

8. The Goftncll will have the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports as its Member- 
Secretary. He will be assisted in the discharge of his duties by the Director/Deputy 
Secretary incharge of the Policy and Planning Section of the Ministry of Commerce.
